that the Springfield city water supply 


is being contaminated 
by the city 


sewage are causing alarm among the 


resident*, who have been warned to 


boil the city water for drinking pur­ 


poses and otherwise 
protect 
them­ 
selves against danger from disease. 
“ Let every citizen 
see 
that 
all 
water for drinking and cooking pur­ 
poses is boiled,” reads a proclama­ 
tion of Mayor George W. (Inlier, act­ 
ing upon the warning of tin* state 
health authorities, represented by Dr. 
A. I). Adcock, secretary of the state 
board, and Dr. George H. Jones, bac­ 
teriologist, who came to Springfield 
to conduct 
an investigation of the 
city water. 
‘Drink city water and don’t waste 
your finn* boiling it.” says Dr. H arri­ 
son Hale, city chemist, and Dr. W a l­ 
ter M. Cross, city chemist of Kansas 
City, who a r e making an analysis of 
the Springfield water. 
Both chemists express fear for the 
health of residents * who turn 
from 
The city water supply, which is fi 1- 
tered by the water company, to wells 
and cisterns, iii which, they declare, 
lurk worse germs than the city water 
contains before it passes through the 


filtration process. 
The city is waiting on the chemical 
analysis which is Tieing made by Dr. 
Hale, Dr. Cross, of Kansas City, and 
Dr. Jones, of Jefferson City. 
Steps 
will he taken to provide for additional 
sources of supply, as the use of the 
city water is now practically limited 
to drinking and sanitation.
